‘FIND MASTERPIECE OF ART 


| What Ie Described as a Perfect Venus 
Unearthed During Excavating 
Operations In Greece. 








What Is described by archeologists 
‘as the most perfect statue of Venus 
hitherto come to light, hag been unm 
| earthed in the ancient baths at Cyrene, 
where extensive excavations are being 
carried on under the direction of Pro- 
fessor Ghislauzon!. The statue, some- 
what larger than life size, is In a per 
fect state of preservation, the head 
and arms untouched by time, and be- 
longs to the Greco-Roman period, 
bearing a strong resemblance to the 
Venus of the Capitol. It will be re- 
membered that another magnificent 
statue of Venus, unfortunately head- 
leas, was discovered a few years age 
at Cyrene and Is now one of the great- 
est treasures of the Museo delle Terme 
in Rome.

Australia owes the imperial gow 
ernment * approximately ~ $433,000,000 
for financing that colony’s war activid 
tiea. Recently an Interesting agree 
ment was made by which the Aus 
tralian government has arranged to 
settle the debt on the basis of a @ 
per cent annulty, with interest on the 
capital sum payable at rates from Si 
to 6 per cent: 

The margin between the interest 
payable and the 6 per cent annuity, 
will provide a sinking fand which will 
redeem the principal debt in less than © 
87 yeara.—Utica Globe,

CARRY THEIR OWN PERFUME 


Many Varieties of the Male Butterfly 
Are Highly Scented, Probably as 
2 an Attraction, . 





Many species of butterfiles are 
atented like fiowers and they carry 
thelr scent. in bottles, Strangely 
enough, too, It is the male and not th; 
female butterfly that carries the scen' 
bottles, and he uses the scent, no 
doubt, to attract the female, If we 
brush a finger over the wing of the 
common garden. white butterfly we 
find the finger covered with a white 
dust of scales, and the dust will be 
found to have a delicate perfume of 
lemon or balsam. If we then examine 
the scales under a microscope we find 
that some of the scales are modified 
fn shape, and these modified scales 
are little scent bottles, and often have 
a brush of fine hairs from which the 
scent evaporates. In the fritillaries 
the scent-scales are grouped together 
in stripes and patches, and can be 
seen by the naked eye, and in ethers 
the scales are in patches. Most of the 
scented butterfiles are comparatively 
dull in thelr hues, suggesting that the 
scent is given to them as a compensa- 
tion, and some of the dull-colored 
night butterfiles or moths have quite 
a strong odor. g

Fall wheat and clover are beginning 
to “green” nicely, and representatives 
say that in a week or two the extent 

f winter injury can be fairly well es- 
timated. Speaking generally,, flelds 
which entered the winter with a good 
top are looking much better than 
those sown later in the season. 

Carleton statea that the scarcity: of 
fodder is showing itself in the gener 
al appearance of live stock. Fewer 
cattle than usual have been wintered 
on account of the lack of grain. 

Perth says: “There is a tendency 
noticed, especially among the Short- 
horn breeders, for an improvement 
in their live stock. They seem to have 
jtaken a new lease on life and a num- 
ber of them are buying up breeding 
stock. At a sale at Mitchell last 
week, well bred cows, 8 to 10 years 
old, brought all the’way from $175 
to $210.”

' LUCKNOW, “India, March 22 (As 
fated. Press correspondence).— 
One, of the British officials stationed 
here gives the following version of 
the sanguinary outbreak at Chauri- 
Chauri, which has been briefly men- 
tioned by cable. 

“Chauri\Chauri is a police station 
in the district of Gorakhpur, United 
Provinces. In pursuance of the Gand- 
hi non-co-operation policy of boycott, 
bands of volunteers had been going 
around the village markets, intimi- 
dating and.forcing people to avoid 
foreign cloth and liquor shops. The 
police officer at Chaurl Chauri, whose 
duty it was to“keep the peace of his 
circle, warned these volunteers on a 
market day against the consequence 
of intimidating people, but the pick- 
eteers pald no heed to this warning 
and threatened to punish ube police 
offcer. 

“On the date of the Ante Feb. 4, 
a large number of volunteers, follow- 
ed by thousands of ignorant and 
credulous ‘villagers, came in a pro- 
cession and made a demonstration be- 
fore the police station. A howling 
mob of nearly 4,000 people whose 
feelings’ had beet ‘worked up by the 
oratory of the volunteers, surround- 
ed the building. The staff! which 
consisted of two Indian officers and 
18 men, tried their best to reason 
with the rioters but were pelted with 
brickbats picked up from the rail- 
way line. . 

“Nine of the policemen were arm- 
ed with muskets fired cartridges in 
the air to scare away the mob. When 
the fire ceased the volunteers shout- 
er “thanks to Gandhi, the bullets

On the reverse side is the Krench 
phrase, “Honi Soit Qui Mal Y Pense” 
beneath the legend belng the“ crown 
and royal coat of arms of King George; 
III. of England. : 

On the face is the legend, “Georg- 
fus III. def gratia.” The date 1798 
appears below a head on the face of 
the coin. 

When Mr. McMullen showed ft to 
a number of bankers today, they all 

lared it to be gold, although in 
places it looks rusty. Its value they 
did not state. But it is about the 
size of the British sovereign. 

How the coin came Into the garden;
